WHEREAS, Larry Baker, Sr. died on or about November 2f , 2003 ; and CFRCE OF PETITIONS 
WHEREAS, at the time of his death, Larry Baker, Sr. owned 37.5% of UTS; and 
WHEREAS, there is a dispute concerning the continued existence and/or disposition of 
Larry Baker, Sr.'s interest in UTS; and 

WHEREAS, UTS filed a Petition of Interested Party for Order to Require Administration 
on or about March 2, 2004, Cause No. 21PR04150553 in the Circuit Court of St. Louis County, 
Missouri (the "Lawsuit"); and 

WHEREAS, UTS filed a Petition for Declaratory Judgment on or about November 29, 
2004 in the Lawsuit (the "Second Claim"); and 

WHEREAS, the Parties are desirous of avoiding the costs and uncertainty of Htigation 
and wish to amicably resolve the dispute between them; and 

WHEREAS, the Parties to this Agreement agree and understand that this Agreement is a 
compromise of disputed claims and any agreement, payment or release made pursuant to this 
Agreement is not to be construed as an admission of liability on the part of any party to this 
Agreement, each of whom expressly denies habiUty hereunder. Nothing in this Agreement shall 
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be used as evidence of such alleged liability or of any other fact or allegation in any pending or 
further action involving the parties or any of them. 

NOW, THEREFORE, for and in consideration of the Parties' mutual and respective 
covenants and agreements, IT IS MUTUALLY AGREED AS FOLLOWS:

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5. UTS shall file a dismissal without prejudice of the Second Claim. 

6. For and in consideration of the Parties' mutual respective covenants herein, the . 
Bakers do now and forever release, remise aad discharge UTS, Gary Pevnick, Donald Crank and 
Robert F. Hicks, and each and every one of their respective past and present agents, attorneys, 
employees, members, directors, officers, affi hated entities, and their heirs, executors, 
administrators, representatives, successors and assigns firom any and all claims, demands and 
causes of action of any kind at law or in equity which the Bakers ^>j^had, now have or may 
have.
